|’ Washington; May 22.—It was learned to- 


day that Mr James. Forrestal, who was at 
. Bethesda Nayal Hospital for treatment for a. 
-psychoncurotic condition, left his de luxe bed- 

room while his medical attendant. was briefly 

absent, walked across the deserted hospital . 
- hallway into the dict kitchen with its unguard- 


‘ed window and jumped. 


“ Inhis bedroom was a volume of Greek 
poetry opened at a translation. the last line of 
: “The dead thou wilt not sway for 
On the opposite page was a 
’ “Chorus from Ajax,” 


which read 
all thy weeping.” 


translation of Sophocles

_ Mr Forrestal had been placed 
under close guard when he ene 
tered the hospital on Aprit 2. 
He had been rushed there from 
Florida, where he had reportedly 
tried to Kill himself, However, 
the hospital authoritics said the 
guard wos relaxed duc to Mr 
Forrestal’s apparent rapld im- 
provement during the past three 
weeks.
